Pfc Geza J. Oravec’, Ward.32,. last week received the army's fourth highest ci- 
tation for gallantry in action, the Silver Star, from Col. S: Jay Turnbill, Com-. 
onan Eas Officer, Tilten General Hospital, in an informal presentation on the ward, 


Five tiotittis ago, in August 1943, Oravec, fighting with an infantry outfit in 
the hills near Torina, Sicily, almost single-handedly drove back a group of attack- 
ing Germans who were seeking to recapture a hill which had been taken from them. 
The Germans ‘presented a withering machine gun offensive on the hill, attacking ten 
times in two days, but they were finally beaten off by the destruction of their 
machine gun”positions largely through the effort of Oravec. He was located on the 
crest of the hill “in an édvanced position and was’ ‘thus able to observe the enemy's 


nove ts more easily, 

S\}. second night of the counter-attack, Oravec was wounded in the left arm. 
by machi e gun fire which splintered the bones‘and put him out of action. A‘native 
of Certral City, Pa., Oravec wasa coal miner as a civilian. He entered the army 
at New Cumberland, Pa, in Jan., 1942, from where he was sent to Camp Wheeler, Ga. 
for infantry baste training, After that, he trained at other camps within the U.S. 
before going overseas to England and Seotland. He participated in the invasion of 
North Africa and fought threugh the Tunisian campaign. A month after he landed in 
psc with the invasion forces there, he was wounded. 


TILTON. WAC RECEIVES HER HUSBAND'S POSTHUMOUS AWARD 


. Pvt. Virginia W. Blethen, a member of the Tilton WAC Detachment, last week re- 
ceived the Silver Star for her deceased husband from Col. S. Jay Tarnbult: Command- 
_ , ing Officer, TGH in an impressive ceremony Witnessed by the entire WAC Detichment. 
| The medal was awarded posthumously to her husband, T/Segt. Lawrence Blethen, a field 
artilleryman who’ was Killed in action in Sicily’ last July after holding a dangerous 
post until the end, thus saving the lives of many fellow soldiers, 


. Pvt. Blethen said the other day, "Many people think of war only in terms of 
steel, planes, manpower, or high taxes. I think a more real battle is waged in the 
hearts of wixés and mothers of men at war, Women, although they 
don't always go right into war zones, sometimes pay the supreme 
price of war. They lose the ones they love, It may sound dramatic 
‘ito say this, but I am sincere, for I, like many, many others have 
really felt the blow of war," 


’Her husband,. Lawrence Brekhwn ; was a music teacher in civil life, an accom- 
plished pianist, and a graduate of the Boston Conservatory of Music. Shortly after 
they weré married, he went overseas, She said of him," In his heart, I know he was 
not a warrior, but he was. @ good sol@ier and anxious to return to a péace-time 
world---he was waiting for the day when he would return to Maine." © 


On July 27, 1943, he was killed in Sicily. A few weeks later, she learned of 
his death and received a letter from his. Commanding Officer stating that her hus-
